Dear Reader— In y ou ng girls 
esp ecially , p ain in the right side 
similar to ap p endicitis can be 
cau sed by ov u lation. The p ain 
is u su ally midway between p e­ 
riods, and is known as the mid­ 
dle p ain. More than one girl 
has been op erated on for ap p en­ 
dicitis when this was the real 
p roblem. 
Often the doctor has no way 
of telling the difference and 
p rop erly conclu des it is better 
to op erate and be wrong than 
not op erate and hav e a ru p ­ 
tu red ap p endix . The fact that 
y ou hav e been hav ing sev eral 
of these ep isodes su ggests it is 
not ap p endicitis, ev en if ap p en­ 
dicitis does often hav e earlier 
indefinite attacks. 
A second p roblem is p ainfu l 
swelling of ly mp h nodes in the 
abdomen, which is more com­ 
mon in y ou ng p eop le and is hard 


to sep arate from ap p endicitis. 
Then there is the old p roblem 
of distu rbances in the digestiv e 
tract, inclu ding irritable colon, 
that may cau se acu te p ain. 
You shou ld note the relation­ 
ship of y ou r attacks to y ou r 
cy cle, that might help . Other­ 
wise I think the best tiling y ou 
can do is follow y ou r doctor’s 
adv ice and be glad y ou hav e 
one who isn’t anx iou s to ru sh 
y ou off to the op erating room 
u nless he is certain y ou need 
to go. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—I was told 
by VA doctors that I hav e p y - 
lorosp asm. I wou ld like to know 
what this ailment is and if 
there is any treatment and cu re 
for it. 
Dear Reader — The ou tlet of 
the stomach is called the p y ­ 
loru s and the v alv e that con­ 
trols the op ening is called the 
p y loric 
v alv e. 
The 
mu scu lar 
wall of the digestiv e tu be in this 
area can contract or go into 
sp asm like other areas of the i 
digestiv e tract (colon or esop ha­ 
gu s, for ex amp le). This is called 
a p y lorosp asm 
There are a lot of things that 
can cau se this, and it is simi­ 
lar to the hy p eracidity or u lcer 
p roblem. This means that cer­ 
tain sp icy foods, too mu ch cof­ 
fee, alcohol and cigarettes all 
can aggrav ate or cau se the 
p roblem. Dietary management 
and sometimes the same medi­ 
cines u sed to treat u lcers are 
help fu l. Antacids help redu ce 
the acidity and medicines u sed 
to block the action of nerv es 
I to the stomach relax the p y lo- 
i ru s. In fact some cases of p y ­ 
lorosp asm are cau sed 
by a 
small u lcer near the p y loric 
area.

County Horse 
Census Set 
Next 2 Weeks 


The Columbiana County Ex­ 
tension Service office is respon­ 
sible for conducting an accurate 
census of all horses and other 
equines in the county within 
two weeks. 
Prompted by the epidemic of 
Venezuelan 
equine encephalo­ 
myelitis (VEE) in the Southwest 
the U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture is calling on all state ex­ 
tension services to count horses 
county by county. 
Paul H. Gipp of Salem Rd., 
county extension agent, said the 
census will be conducted through 
a county committee working 
with a committee of local in­ 
terested people — 4-H horse and 
saddle club advisers and club 
members. 
Gipp emphasized there are no 
cases of VEE in this county or 
anywhere near and there is no 
cause for alarm. 
Dr. F. P. Dunlap of Guilford 
Lake, state veterinarian for the 
area, met Saturday in the ex­ 
tension office in Lisbon with 
several members of the com­ 
mittee. They divided the county 
into districts for the* purpose of 
the census. 
The county meeting was held 
the day after fir. R. M. Kott- 
man, director of the Ohio Coop­ 
erative Extension Service, met 
at Columbus with state veterin­ 
arians. 
He said the USDA needs the 
information so it may be pre­ 
pared to take action should the 
disease occur outside the exist­ 
ing federally-quarantined areas 
of the nation. The disease has 
thus far been contained in Tex­ 
as, he pointed out. 
Dr. Kottman said local prac­ 
ticing veterinarians 
form the 
first line of defense in any ani­ 
mal disease control effort. Any 
suspicious horse diseases should 
be reported by the local “vets” 
to the state veterinarian. 
Signs of VEE in horses include 
a rapid rise in body tempera­ 
ture — up to 106 degrees, rapid 
pulse, loss of appetite and de­ 
pression. The animal displays 
a “drifting” gait. It may hang 
its head, appear drowsy, press 
its head against objects and as­ 
sume a cross - legged stance 
Commonly, the animal may cir­ 
cle continuously until prostrat­ 
ed. Death may occur in six to 
eight days.

'Project Support* 
Manual Compiled 
By County Office 


The Columbiana County edu­ 
cation office has produced a 
116-page manual titled “Project 
Support” to assist those who 
plan and direct teacher aide 
training programs. 
The publication resulted from 
the teen teacher aide training 
program last year. Forty stu­ 
dents from all 11 high schools 
in the county trained as aides 
and served one hour a day in 
special education classes. 
Funds for the project, the 
first attempt in Ohio to train 
teen aides for special education 
classrooms, came from a fed­ 
eral grant under the Education 
Professions Development Act. 
Co-directors of the project, 
County Supt. William L. Phillis 
and Sally E. Pisarchick who 
was special education supervi­ 
sor in the county office last 
year, compiled the manual. 
They are co - directors of

training sessions will conclude 
Saturday. 
Phillis and Mrs. Pisarchick 
said the emphasis of the man­ 
ual is on training aides for spe­ 
cial education classes but it 
can be adapted to training pro­ 
grams for general

aides. They said the material 
may be reproduced or used in 
any manner by fellow educa­ 
tors.

Jury Selections to Begin 
In Henderson Court-martial 


FT. MEADE, Md. (AP) - 
Jury selection begins Wednes­ 
day in the court-martial of Col. 
Gran K. Henderson, who is ac­ 
cused of failing to properly in­ 
vestigate the My Lai massacre. 
Seating of a panel of at least 
five senior officers to hear the 
Army’s case against Henderson 
is expected to take a week or 
less, according to the prose­ 
cutor, Maj. Carroll E. Tich- 
enor. 
Testimony probably will not 
start until a week or more after 
the jury is chosen. The delay 
will permit completion of argu­ 
ments on motions filed during 
four months of pretrial pro­ 
ceedings. 
Henderson, a 50-year-old na­ 
tive of Indianapolis, is accused 
of willful dereliction of duty by 
failing to properly investigate 
reports 
of 
the 
massacre 
in 
March 1968 and of failing to tell 
higher headquarters of actual 
or suspected war crimes. 
The much decorated colonel 
also is charged with lying in 
December 1969 and February 
1970 to a Pentagon inquiry into 
the handling of battlefield re­ 
ports from My Lai in the wake 
of an infantry sweep through 
the Vietnamese hamlet. 
Henderson, 
who 
has 
been 
wounded four times in three 
wars, faces a maximum of six 
years at hard labor if convicted 
on all four counts. 
At the time of My Lai, he 
was commander of the 11th 
Brigade of the Americal Divi­ 
sion, the parent unit of the in­ 
fantry company which swept 
through My Lai. 
The commander of the com­ 
pany at tiie time of the sweep, 
Capt. Ernest Medina, currently 
is 
standing 
trial 
at 
Ft. 
McPherson, Ga., on charges of 
murdering 102 civilians. 
One of Medina’s former pla­ 
toon leaders, Lt. William L. 
Calley Jr., was convicted ear­ 
lier this year of killing 22 civil­ 
ians at My Lai.

fection with an alleged coverup 


of the massacre, but charges 
were later dropped against all 
but Henderson. 
Henry Rothblatt, Henderson’s 
civilian lawyer, contends the 
colonel is a scapegoat taking 
the blame for all senior officers 
in a chain of command stretch­ 
ing upward to Gen. William C. 
Westmoreland, the Army chief 
of staff who commanded U.S. 
forces in Vietnam in March

A s t r o s Adapt 
Easily to 
Moon Gravity 


SPACE 
CENTER, 
Houston 
(AP) — Man on the moon may 
move more like a dancing bear 
than a ballerina, but his fourth | 
exploratory trip there did prove 
he can adapt to the weak lunar 
gravity. 
David R. Scott and James B. 
Irwin of the Apollo 15 mission 
developed 
an 
entirely 
new 
method of 
moving 
between 
their first surface excursion 
and their second. By the third, 
say space doctors, they seemed 
almost to be gliding from place 
to place. 
“They haven't really moved 
exactly 
the way other crews 
moved in the one-sixth gravity 
of the moon,” said Dr. Charles 
Berry, chief physician for the 
astronauts. “ As they got more 
hours on the lunar surface they 
were adapting very well. I was 
amazed 
at the agility 
with 
which they were able to get 
around and to 
climb 
those 
hills.” 
Before the first moon landing 
two years ago, many medical 
scientists 
were 
afraid 
man 
would have serious difficulty 
learning to walk on the moon. 
Some predicted 
that 
man 
would fall flat on his face. 
The first three moon landings 
disproved that, but it wasn’t 
until Scott and Irwin began 
their second exploration of the 
Apennine valley Sunday that 
the adaptability of the human 
body became obvious. 
“ You notice that in the way 
they walk,” said Dr. Joseph P. 
Allen, a scientist-astronaut and 
the Apollo 15 moon excursion 
communicator. 
“ They don’t rock back and 
forth so much now,” he said 
after 
the 
second 
excursion. 
“ But rather they know a lot 
more about where their center 
of gravity is. They walk appar­ 
ently by using very little leg 
motion and mostly ankle mo­ 
tion.” 
Scott and Irwin, he said, de­ 
veloped a 
way of bounding 
from toe to toe with their feet 
off the surface during each for­ 
ward step. It’s the same motion 
a sprinter uses on earth, but it 
is only from the knee down. 
It 
apparently 
takes 
about: 
eight hours for a man to adapt 
to the moon's gravity, Berry j 
said. And the longer he stays 
on the lunar surface, the better 
he gets at walking there.

He was chosen over Dr. James

A university search commitee 
had nominated three others, but 
all disqualified themselves. 
In making the motion that 
Olds be the university’s presi­ 
dent, Dr. Kenneth W. Clement, 
a trustee, said, “This repre­ 
sents a culmination of an ex­ 
haustive and exhausting search 
for a new president.” 
And, said Clement, he takes 
command “with significant sup­ 
port and commitment from all, 
merited by an unqualified will­ 
ingness to participate in the 
selection process.”

Dix lauded Dr. Olds, saying he

WASHINGTON (AP) - The

House men who courted Cook 
and other doubtful GOP sena­ 
tors had been certain of the 
outcome in one of the closest

the Senate. 
In the end, it was the sudden 
support of Sen. Lee Metcalf, D- 
Mont., that along with Cook’s 
vote, helped swing the decision. 
Metcalf told a Nixon lobbyist 
as he left the Senate floor: “ I 
came over 
here 
resolved 
to 
vote against it. 
But I’m not 
going to be the one responsible 
for defeating it.” 
Lockheed, the nation’s No. 1 
defense contractor, had said it 
might go bankrupt without gov­ 
ernment backing 
for another 
$250 million in private 
bank 
loans for its troubled TriStar 
jet airbus. 
The Nixon administration had 
led the hard lobbying battle for 
the bill, with aid from Lock­ 
heed, its corporate allies, the 
banks, and the biggest union at 
the aerospace company. 
“The closeness of this vote,

At first, the count 
ran 40 to 34 against Lockheed. 
A tide of late votes, including 
Metcalf’s, brought it to 48-48 
when Cook, the last man, stood 
at his desk. 
T h e 
white-haired, 
portly 
Louisville lawyer said the dra­ 
ma 
was 
accidental: 
“ I 
got 
caught in that position.” 
Cook said he didn’t think Con­ 
gress, busy passing other bills 
to try to create more jobs, 
should risk a corporation’s col­ 
lapse that would spread unem­ 
ployment.

The government has seeded 
hurricanes four times in the 
1 
>ast 10 years in an attempt to 
earn whether the storms can 
be deflated enough to reduce 
deaths and damage. 
Officals 
of 
the 
National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Ad­ 
ministration say not enough is 
yet known about the effets of 
injecting silver iodide into a 
hurricane to take a chance of 
operational seeding. 
The study done by Stanford 
Research Institute, found, how­ 
ever, that “while the effectiv- 
ness of hurricane modification 
is 
uncertain, 
current 
mete­ 
orological and economic infor­ 
mation indicates that seeding 
would be beneficial: with seed­ 
ing, the probability that hurri­ 
cane damage will exceed any 
given level in lower.” 
From 1965 to 1969, hurricane 
damage in the United States 
cost more than $2.5 million. 
Both the government and the 
Stanford report talk in terms of 
reducing hurricane winds by 15 
per cent and SRI says available 
data indicates such a reduction 
would cut property damage in 
half. 
At present, Project Stormfury 


has authority to seed only those 
hurricanes which are given less 
than a 10 per cent chance of 
being within 50 miles of shore 
within 18 hours after seeding. 
The Stanford report urges that 
this policy be rescinded. 
Donald Moore, assistant ad­ 
ministrator for plans and pro­ 
grams of the NOAA, said in an 
interview the report “is very 
good: our problem is with the 
conclusions.” 
ing damage to areas that might 
“There are too many areas 
where we think the input infor­ 
mation is not there,” he said. 
“Four seedings are a pretty 
small sample.” 
The 
government 
and 
SRI 
agree that the question of gov­ 
ernmental responsibility for the 
results of seeding is a ticklish 
one. 
What, for example, would be 
the liability of the government 
if seeding shifted a hurricane 
from one path to another, caus­ 
ing damage to areas that might 
have otherwise escaped? 
Spreading the somewhat dis 
sipating hurricane winds could 
also increase the surge of dam­ 
aging ocean waters onto land, 
said government weather ex­ 
pert Ferguson Hall. 
Another problem is measur­ 
ing the effects of seeding. 
H u r r i c a n e Celia, which 
caused $454 million damage in 
1970, intensified 50 per cent in 
the 12 hours before it struck 
land, said Moore. “If we had 
seeded it and it had intensified 
like that, we never could have 
convinced 
people 
we 
didn’t 
cause it.”
